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REMARKS

(US Publication 2004/0108845) in view of Lee (US Patent 5,050,214). Claims 20 - 23 stand 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Shieh et al. (US Publication 
2004/0108845) in view of Chen (US Patent 6,763,087). These rejections are respectfully 
traversed. Since Claim 16-23 have been canceled these rejections are rendered moot.
